Dr. W illiam 
Woodward, health of­ 
ficer o f th e district of Columbia. In a 
p am phlet issued for public distribution, 
offers ad v ice to persons for avoiding 
hydrophobia and to ow ners of dogs 
an d cuts fo r the treatm ent of th e ulti­ 
m a is. 
T h e p am phlet says 
“ In dogs rn hie# may develop us early 
aa ten d a y s u fter the bit**, but Its onset 
may be d elay ed us long as a year. In 
horses a n d cattle the disease m ay ap ­ 
pear w ithin eight d ais or it may be 
lM»wt|>oned for a jM*rio*l of thirty day*. 
A fter sy m p to m s of rabies have once 
appear**! th e disease is certainly fatal. 
“ in so f a r its possible avoid sick dogs. 
If it is ImixiKsible to avoid such ani­ 
mals, retueiulw r alway* the danger of 
being b itten. 
No dog should la* allow ­ 
ed to run ut large unmuzzled, not only 
for the protection of hum an beings, 
hut also for the protection of dum b ani­ 
m als of th e dog kind 
“C au te rizatio n of the wound, even 
though d o n e immediately, cannot la* de 
pended upon to pre ant rubies. 
The 
wound Should la* subje ted to ani gh a1 
trea tm e n t, aud for the determ ination 
of th e p a rtic u la r surgical treatm en t to 
he adopted In an y given case a com* 
{•eteut physh nii should be consulted. 
If bitten by a rabid dog the only hope 
of avoiding ti)** development of rabies 
lies iii th e P a ste u r treatm ent, adopt**!
